The plan must demonstrate how the program will ensure that each 5115
3-year-old and 4-year-old child in a publicly funded school 5116
readiness program receives scheduled activities and instruction 5117
designed to enhance the age-appropriate progress of the children 5118
in attaining the performance standards adopted by the agency for 5119
Workforce Innovation under subparagraph (4)(d)8.

6.  Its ability to coordinate activities and services with 5260
existing public and private, state and local agencies and 5261
programs such as those responsible for health, education, social 5262
support, mental health, child care, respite care, housing, 5263
